The new regulations, which 
coincide with M CM sugestlons, 
require the approval of the 
provincial government before 
they can take effect. The article 
will also oblige potential demo- 
lition teams to submit a 
"re-utllization plan" for resi- 
dential lots before a demolition 
permit is granted. 

According to the new regula- 
tions, municipal authorities, 
before granting a demolition 
permit, will examine the physi- 
cal state of the structure, Its 
architectural characteristics, 
renovation costs, and will 
determine whether the building 
contributes to the aesthetic 
harmony of its surroundings. 

Once the demolition is au- 
thorized, city council wlllseeto 
the construction of an equal 
number of housing units In the 
district or in another residential 
area. 

MCM councillor for St. Lou- 
is John Gardiner stated last 
night that the new demolition 
regulations are a step in the 
right direction. "Anything 
which takes power out of the 
hands of private enterprise and 
gives It to the collectivity Is a 
good thing." 

Gardiner added, however, 
that the MCM would prefer to 
see the regulations go much 
farther. He explained that 
under the new charter, develo- 
pers will still have the option to 
either rebuild or demolish 
deteriorating structures. 

Gardiner would rather see the 
city force developers to reno- 
vate or be expropriated. "Allow- 
ing a building to deteriorate 
and then be demolished Is a 
crime against society."

Restrictions on pinball

Unless McGlll submits a 
petition by tomorrow pleading 
exemption from the proposed 
city pinball by-law to be passed 
on Friday, there will be no 
pinball machines In the Union 
Building, MCM Councillor Mi- 
chael Falnstat stated at an NDG 
public meeting last night. 

On Friday, City Council will 
pass a by-law prohibiting pin- 
ball machines within 200 met- 



res (650 feet) of a school, play- 
ground, or park. The Union 
would be restricted by the 
by-law. In addition, the age 
limit for entrance into a pinball 
palace would be raised from 16 
to 18 years. 

The McGill-Students' Society 
is not the only organization 
which will be affected by the 
proposed legislation. Various 
citizens' groups, including the 
Association of Family Enter- 
tainments Centres, which rep- 
resents 58 amusement centres 



In Quebec, feel that the new 
law will be Ineffective. It does 
not provide for adequate super- 
vision of the premises, which 
they see as one of the most 
Important issues. Nor does the 
law prohibit the establishment 
of amusement centres near 
residential areas. . 

All the representatives would 
have liked more time to publicly 
discuss the issue. However, a 
backlog of applications for 
pinball permits makes the 
by-law expedient.

ANEQ's main focus this year 
is the financial situation of 
students and free tuition, a 
subject which has severely 
strained relations between the 
association and the Parti Qué- 
bécois. According to Alain 
Lajoie, member of the Central 
Council of ANEQ and External 
V-P of the Loyola Students' 
Association, the government's 
stand is one that "hasn't 
changed in five years. Education 
is paying lor itself - that is 
wrong". 

"Our relationship with the PQ 
six months ago was warm." 
Lajoie said. "Now it is luke- 
warm and it's getting to be the 
same relationship that we had 
with the Liberals." 

The "dream" of free tuition 
could materialize, according to 



Lajoie, If the "ridiculous" 
conditions with "deficient 
loans and bursaries" were to be 
rectified. He also cited student 
unemployment as a problem 
area. 

Although it has been claimed 
by some observers that ANEQ 
has become internally unstable, 
Lajoie maintained that the 
organization is "as stable as 
ever" and that it is "more ready 
for action now". ANEQ, 
according to Lajoie, "is apoliti- 
cal". 

This is one of the reasons for 
the tour, Lajoie explained 
"The most important problem 
we have is credibility with 
students." 

While ANEQ is planning to 
speak to general meetings of 
students in other institutions, 
they will meet only with the 
Students' Society exectuive 
members as McGill is one of 
the few post-secondary insti- 
tutions in the province that Is 
not a member of Québec's 
central student union.

OTTAWA (CUP) — The National 
Union of Students has Issued a 
statement to a discovered 
secret meeting of the Canada 
Student Loan Plenary Group 
(CSLPG) outlining student con- 
cerns in the amending of the 
student aid program. 

Representatives from provin- 
cial ministries responsible for 
' financial assistance and from 
the federal ministry of finance 
are at the Ottawa meeting to 
discuss aid programs for 
1978-79. 

The NUS statement, titled 
Working Within the System, 
outlines demands in the areas 
of loan ceilings, criteria for 
application, repayment and 
summer and part-time savings 
requirements. Much of the NUS 
memorandum Is necessarily 
based on "second or third-hand 
reports and rumours." and "Is 
itself an example of working 
within the current system of 
making decisions about stu- 
dent aid." 

Students, according to NUS 
executive-secretary Dan O'Con- 
nor, "object to the secretive 
and non-partlclpatory approach 
to making decisions about 
student aid." 

The document says CSLPG's 
Increasing reliance on repay- 
able loans is inequitable be- 



cause "the required sacrifice 
Increases as a student's finan- 
cial resources decrease." 

The use of arbitrary contribu- 
tions tables for summer sav- 
ings In some provinces "arou- 
ses anger" among students, 
according to NUS, especially 
after a second summer of 
record unemployment. The tab- 
les require a standard contribu- 



tion from students before they 
qualify for government assis- 
tance, regardless of whether 
they were to find employment 
during the summer. 

NUS also deplores the pre- 
sent student aid ruling which 
denies aid to part-time stu- 
dents, leaving this growing edu- 
catlonsector"opon only to those 
who can afford It."

NEW YORK (LNS) — Students at 
universities across the country 
are currently being required to 
sign "Anti-Riot" oaths, accord- 
ing to the DC Gazette, a 
Washington, DC monthly. 

Students receiving federal 
aid under several university 
programmes are being asked to 
state in writing on a pink form 
that they have never been 
Involved in campus "disrup- 
tions". 

According to the financial aid 



office at the Berkeley campus, 
"directly participating" In a 
campus demonstration and 
"extremelyaggresslvebehavlor" 
would probably be ruled as 
Involvement In campus demon- 
strations as defined In the 
federal rule. 

The Berkeley of flee claims the 
"Antl-Rlot" clause has no con- 
nection with recent campus 
demonstrations against univer- 
sities' Investment policies in 
South Africa.

Quarry quarrel In dusty St. Michel 

A coalition of citizens' conservation groups has submitted a 
proposal to MUC authorities that North End quarries be obliged to 
reduce production if they can't abide by antl-pollutlon standards. 
Dust levels In St. Michel, which Is partly surrounded by two 
Immense quarries, are twice that of any other part of the city 
despite existing regulations. 

The coalition believes that placing a limit on production is the 
only way to ameliorate the situation. 

MCM hot about the collars 

Gerard Nldlng, chairman of the MUC executive committee, has 
refused to include the blue-collar issue on the agenda for next 
week's city council meeting. The MCM had asked that council deal 
with the matter. 

Since July 5th, the city's final salary offer has been an 8.5% 
Increase, while the striking union Is demanding a 14.4% raise. 
MCM and Civil Liberties to battle "Civic" amendment 

Under the present city charter, the affixing of posters and the 
distribution of leaflets in public places Is already severely limited. 
According to MCM councillor Arnold Bennett, the Civic Party Is 
attempting to amend the charter so as to empower city authorities 
to seize posters and leaflets. People named on them will be 
presumed guilty. The MCM Is working with the Civil Liberties 
Union to overturn this proposed "Civic" amendment. 

Hot Issue In St. Louis 

About 40 residents In fire-stricken St. Louis ward picketed last 
week on Drolet St. demanding that the city act to prevent fires in 
abandoned houses. The plcketers marched in front of three 
buildings boarded up since a spring fire, accusing the city of 
doing nothing to safeguard against blazes. 

According to one resident "the buildings are like tlmebombs, 
waiting to burn again and set a whole neighbourhood off." 

Rejean Bedard of the Comité de Logement St. Louis, which 
organized the protest, said the fire broke out in a vacant but poorly 
barricaded house, resulting in nine families losing their homes. 
"We warned the city and the fire department Just a couple of days 
before but they did nothing." 

According to Bedard there are 250 such abandoned buildings In 
St. Louis, each of which poses a fire threat. 




Chem. Co. charged with chemical dumping 

The Standard Chemical company has been charged with 
dumping excessive amounts of mercury into the St. Louis River 
near Montreal. The plant, which produces chlorine and caustic 
acid, is located about 15 miles southwest of the city. 

If proven guilty, the firm is liable to fines of $5000 for a first 
offence and $10,000 for each subsequent offence. 

According to the Environmental Protection Service, the amount 
of mercury discharged by the Beauharnols plant was, on four 
occasions this year, in excess of the legal limit by as much as 
106%. 

Graveyard limits horrifying to lake protectors 
A provincial government proposal to limit automobile 

graveyards to only 300 feet from waterfronts has been labelled as 

"horrifying" by the Quebec Federation of Associations for the 

Protection of Lakes (FAPEL). 
"We're surprised such a proposal would even be published," 

said a FAPEL spokesperson. "We have often stated that the limit 

for such sites should be at least 1000 feet." 
The FAPEL statement comes In the wake of a recent study 

showing that 27 of the Montreal-area's 40 beaches have been 

closed in the last ten years due to various forms of Industrial 

pollution. 

Take the metro or the bus... or the train 
A Montreal Regional Transport Committee report, according to 
the provincial government, fails to deal effectively with 
alternatives proposed for making better use of already existing 
railway tracks or for integrating CNR tunnel facilities Into the 
public transit system. As matters now stand, there will be a 
duplication of service in St. Laurent and Cartlervllle when the 
metro extends to these areas by the mid-1980s. 

Hoteliers speak easy on Industry slump 
Montreal hotel officials believe that the provincial government 
has failed to deal with spiralling costs and an industry slump. At a 
press conference held last week, hoteliers stated that 23 of the 
city's 31 largest hotels will lose money this year and some could 
close by 1978, putting thousands of Quebecers out of Jobs. 

The president of the Hotel Association of Greater Montreal, 
Fernand Roberge said that heavy taxes on the hotel and restaurant 
Industry are responsible for increased costs. Repeated demands 
that the government help to ameliorate the situation have been 
ignored. 

The tax on Montreal hotel rooms Is the highest In North 
America. The hotel and restaurant Industry, which employs about 
90,000 Quebecers, paid more than $100 million In sales tax on 
lodgings and meals In 1976. 
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Letter from Robin Hood 

On July 22, one of Quebec's bloodiest labour confrontations 
occurred. Eight striking workers were shot as they demonstrated 
In front of the Robin Hood flour mill in Montreal. 

The strike lasted almost eight months, as both sides remained 
Intractable. Management called for the workers to follow federal 
Anti-inflation Board guidelines. Union spokespeople demanded 
that the company "grant them a decent wage". 

But the real reasons for the strike never surfaced. They consist 
not so much of demands as of basic attitudes. Rarely is the public 
privy to the thought processes of both the men who control 
business and the people who work for them, two polarities that 
will never merge If the following examples are any Indication. 

The following Isa letter obtained by the Dally. It Is addressed to 
the President of the University of Reglna Students' Society and Is 
signed by Logan R. Brown, President and Chief Executive of 
Robin Hood Multlfoods Ltd. 
Dear Mr. Parr: 

Many thanks for your letter of July 28 commenting 
upon our labour dispute in Montreal. I very much 
appreciate receiving the views of your Students' 
Council and your taking the time to convey them to me. 

I am sure you will understand that circumstances 
surrounding an Illegal strike of this nature are very 
difficult and complex. I know you understand, too, that 
the withdrawal of the employees' services was Initiated 
against an Anti-Inflation Board rollback of wages 
which has affected all Canadians through action by a 
democratically elected federal government In the 
interests of attempting to control double digit inflation 
existing in late 1975. Certainly I, myself, was dismayed 
and deeply regretted the particular incident which, 
occurred on the site of our Montreal mill. 
Unfortunately, It has now become a symbol of all the 
tensions and hate which exist In our society today and 
Is indicative of what can happen when there is a total 
disrespect for the law. 

You have raised a number of challenging Issues In 
the latter part of your letter which, at the very least 
require debate. Pressures at this time prevent me from 
responding at length but let me simply say that without 
the prospect and realized profit of business there 
would be much less employment, much lower standard 
of living, much less freedom for individuals to ' 
accomplish objectives in life, and much reduced 
freedom of choice. 

Your letter, emanating from a learned institution, 
causes me considerable distress which, no doubt, it 
was intended to do. I hope that at an appropriate time 
you will invite me to- one of the meetings of the 
Students' Council to more fully advise you on the 
nature of our labour conflict and to debate the Issues 
raised In your letter. I believe it would be mutually 
Informative. 

This letter politely says that It's too bad about the worker 
shootings but they should have obeyed the Anti-Inflation Board. 
No concessions are made, no understanding of the workers' 
position Is revealed. 

The following is a transcript of an Injured worker's remarks as 
he reflects upon the settlement at Robin Hood: 

"If the company is honest with the workers, there is no reason 
why they can't be the way they were before the strike. Everyone 
wants to work. They Just want their Jobs back." 

The company president and the mlllworker might as well be on 
different planets. The bureaucracy that Is supposed to allow men 
to communicate with one another, the Industrial relations 
managers, the union officials, effectively cuts them off from each 
other. Perhaps if the two polarities could communicate mano a 
mano a basis for understanding could be laid. Then again it could 
lay the basis to armed class warfare. Ron n 0 yle

Isn't it shameful that the 
author's daughter, a person 
with a higher education, who 
attends "the best English uni- 
versity in the French province," 
is not able to read even a 
simple French text? How 
would she feel talking to an 
average European without any 
college education who "often 
speaks, besides his native 
tongue, at' least one language 
of another country? Isn't it sad 
that many Canadian students 
with university degrees lack the 
intellectual motivation to learn 
a second language of their own 
country? 

I came to Canada a few years 
ago and learned English and 
French within a year. Today I 
speak six languages including 
my mother tongue. I feel sorry 
for all Canadians, particularly 
those living in Quebec, who are 
not willing to learn a second 
language whether it is French 
or English. I feel sorry for them 
because they do not realize 
how much they miss from 
French or English culture, and 
how narrow a perception of life 
they have being able to com- 
municate in one language only. 

I have a very simple answer 
to the author's anxious ques- 
tion: "What are they (her other 
children) supposed to do if 
McGill becomes French?" 
They are supposed, dear mo- 
ther, to learn French not 
because McGill might become 
a French institution one day, 
but because it is the intellec- 
tual responsibility of each En- 
glish student to know in a 
country like ours. 

If your daughter, who is 
presently, enrolled at McGill, 
decides to leave our university 
because of the French issue, 
please do not blame the McGill 
Dally for It. I personally believe 
that she, like many other 
students, should not attend the 
university if she is not willing 
to learn something else except 



her own subject. One does not 
become an educated person 
because of university degrees, 
but because of general culture, 
which in our country includes 
knowledge of a second lang- 
uage, profound knowledge of 
the subject in question and the 
constant interest to learn. If 
McGill required that all stu- 
dents should be fluent in 
French, it would not be "fool- 
ishness", but an asset for the 
standards and reputation of

"English" with tears

I would like to respond to the 
letter from the Irate Mother who 
wrote to the Dally complaining 
about them publishing a 
French Issue. I am an anglo- 
phone, and although I have a 
working knowledge of Spanish, 
and know some tiddles of Ger- 
man, I cannot speak a word of 
French. However, I do not 
begrudge the Dally printing one 
of the five issues a week In 
French. If, as the lady sug- 
gests, McGill's population Is 
20% Francophile, what in the 
world could be fairer than 



publishing 20% of the news- 
paper's issues In French? 

The mother, however, calls 
this "catering to the minority." I 
prefer to think of it as providing 
a service to the minority, a 
minority, she should remem- 
ber, that provides 20% of the 
funds for all of McGill's English 
activities. 

The author goes on to 
suggest that such practices as 
publishing French editions of 
English newspapers will lead to 
McGill becoming a French 
University. Such dogma Illust- 
rates a profound Ignorance of 
the policies of the Québécois 
party. They seek not to destroy 
the English universities that 
already exist; they want to 
make sure that the French 
people go to only French 
schools, a policy that the 
author seems to be in favor of. 
English students have the 
option of going to either French 
or English schools. 

McGill Is no longer a "bas- 
tion of the English community" 
nor a preserver of English 
culture.
